four or five inches across the straigh 
edge, and the other rhree or four. 
The 


hrger one is for the top, and is cut out 
ia the center so as to leave a strip an 
inch wide all around. The smdler one 
is for the bottom and ia used without 
cutting. Pierce holes ia both 
the 


lower and upper places half an inch 
apart, large enough to admit the straws 
you buy in bunches at tho china stores. 
Use white straws six or eight inches 
long and put them through the holes so 
they project about an inch at top_ and 
bottom. 
Weave narrow ribbon in and 


out between the straws, commencing at 
thebottom and wearing basket fashion. 
This may be tnished with 
bows, etc., 


nnd, hung against the 
wall makes a 


very pretty receptacle for clusters of 
grasses, leaves etc. 
Instead of ribbon, 


glazed paper may be used, as it is much 
cheaper and looks nearly, if not quite as 
well. 


Covers for flower pots have been men 


tioned. 
Here is a simple form. Take 


strips of white pap'er an inch wider than 
the depth of the pot to be 
covered. 


Fold this in creases as in making paper 
fans, the folds to be a half an inch in 
width. 
Cut a slit through the fold an 


inch from the top and the same dis- 
tance from the bottom, and through 
this run a ribbon. 


The covers may be made of paper of 


any color. They are very pretty made 
of drab paper folded as described, with 
strip of gold or silver paper at tho top 
and bottom.

The Paris workman 
saves something every day out of his 
little wages, and by it is apt to go back 
to his native village and purchase his 
little plot, and livo on it contented, but 
never poor enough to bo insolvent. 
With French economy wo could not 
only be richer than Franco, but our 
rapidly accumulating material resources 
would help to bring a proupcritj and 
renown that Francs with her anteced 
ents and encumbrances can never emu- 
late.

THE GREAT STORM. 


WASHINGTON, March 16,—The Re- 


publican Senators reached no conclu- 
sion, to-day, in caucus, to determine 
upon a general policy in view of the 
proposed and contemplated reductions 
in appropriation bills in the House. 


The Committee on Ways and Means, 


to-dtiy, decided to take up Morrison's 
tariff bill for consideration, by a strict 
party vote. The Republicans opposed 
it en the ground that the tariff ques 
tion should not be agitated and re* 
opened, several Democrats stated that 
they did not intend to do more than al- 
low it to be reconsidered. 


General Kiddoo testified before the 


War Department committee, to-day, 
that he never told Grafton that Mr.

the matter, but this was only an opin- 
ion. 
You neither expressed nor mani 


Tested indisposition to investigate. 
I 


oortainly never said to Col. Grafton I 
would insist on having Mrs. Marsh 
subpoenaed. I saw Col. Grafton, who 
admitted that ho was mistaken in his 
narrative on that point. 
In all matters 


pertaining to this subject, I was partic- 
ular not to have my name mentioned. 
The witness said he never said any- 
thing prejudicial of any member of the 
committee in any way, shape or man- 
ner. 
In reply to a question by Dan- 


ford, witness said he thought he had a 
conversation with Clymer tho night 
after tho resolutions concerning Bel- 
knap were presented in the House. The 
witness, the night before, had a con- 
versation with Mrs. Marsh on Pen- 
dlcton's 
case, 
when 
she 
spoke 


of 
the 
interview 
she 
had 


with Mrs. Belknap. She repeated in 
substance, that the charge against her 
husband was not as serious as the mat* 
ter connected with the Kentucky Cen- 
tral Railroad, in which case she was 
supposed to have received $70,000." 
Witness couldn't say whether Mr. and 
Mrs. Marsh were in tho city when, on 
Thursday night, ho made the communi- 
cation to Mr. Clymor. 
Mrs. Eclknap 


taetioly admitted that money had pass- 
ed into her hands, but no amount was 
named. 


Question—What was your inference 


drawn ? 
Answer—Mrs. Marsh left me to draw 


my own inference, and I leave you to 
draw yours, [Laughter.] 


Mr. Gibson, of the New York Sun, 


testified that as soon as the informa- 
tion concerning Pendleton reached Cly- 
mer, ho at once commenced search for 
information. 
Witness, at tho request 


of Clymer assisted in this work. Cly- 
mer showed tho utmost anxiety to ob- 
tain all the facts in the case. 


A H. Ransom, formerly secretary of 


the Kentucky Central Railroad Com- 
pany, testified, in tho spring of 1865 he 
made an effort to collect the claim. By 
an arrangement with tho company, he 
was to receive 25 per cent, but after 
much labor and a sojourn in Washing- 
ton for three months, he went homo 
without having effected 
a settlement.
